With 13,000,000’ people going: 


hunting in the nation each year, 
almost three quarters of a million 
in California, hunter safety is an 
extremely important subject. 

California is.a stand out state 
in its junior hunters’ safety train- 
ing program and has certified 12,- 
255 students ths year for a grand 
total of 44,060 trained in the safe 
handling of firearms since the 
program was written into law at 
the last legislative session. 

We had a preview of the optom- 
etric society’s Tuesday night’s pro- 
gram in Sacramento last weekend 
and can guarantee a fast moving, 
very interesting, enlightening pro- 
gram well worth attending. 

The California Wildlife Federa- 
tion held a meeting in Sacramento 
over the weekend to consider a 
legislative program, the fish and 
game department budget and oth- 
er subjects. 

Included in legislative proposals 
meeting approval was a bill to re- 
move commercial fishing nets from 
inland waters. An extensive sur- 
vey indicates that salmon gill nets 
used in the delta contains 644 per- 
cent striped bass when used in the 
channels and 15 percent on the 
flats. With the shad gill nets 30 
percent of the catch in the chan- 
nels are bass and on the flats 46% 
percent are stripers. Most of the 
striped bass taken in these are 
found dead proving that commer- 
cial fishing is.making serious in- 
roads on the striper population. 
With this proof at hand the sports- 
men do not anticipate too much 
opposition to the measure to elim- 
inate the nets but agree that com- 
placency might cause the loss of 
the bill. 

Apparently the fish and game 
department has no intent to cut 
costs to meet income but hopes 
for an, increase in the license fee. 
The organized sportsmen are not

man of the Tulare County Branch 
of the American Cancer society. 


He said there is no way of tell- 
ing how many local patients have 
been taken in by smooth-talking 
medical frauds who try to fool 
people into thinking that they 
have a scientific ‘“‘cure’’ for can- 
cer. 

“But one thing is certain — 
the price of placing one’s trust in 
| such a person can easily be death’’ 
he declared. 

“The fascinating progress be- 
ing made by legitimate cancer re- 
searchers with chemicals, hor- 
mones, and viruses is being ex- 
ploited by the quacks’, according 
to Mr. Faweett. 

He pointed out that the phony
